REMARKS 

The Applicant and its attorney expressly acknowledge the indication by the Examiner 
that claims 9-11 are allowed and that claims 3-6 would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and the intervening 
claims. 

In view of the interview conducted with the Examiner on November 25, 2003, the 
Applicant respectfully requests entry of an amendment to independent claim 1 which now 
sets forth that the second substrate is provided with first electrode sections each having first 
thickness and height and a plurality of separate second electrode sections each having a 
second thickness and height. The claim further sets forth that the areas of the first electrode 
sections in total and the areas of the separate second electrode sections in total being equal 
to each other on the second substrate. As indicated in the interview summary, the Kubo 
reference does not teach or suggest such a limitation. Therefore, it is respectfully requested 
that the anticipation rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) be withdrawn. With it being the 
position of the Applicant that claim 1 is allowable, all claims depending therefrom are 
likewise believed to be allowable. The amendment to claim 4 is for clarification purposes. 

Although it is believed that no fee is required with the filing of this Amendment, the 
Assistant Commissioner of Patents and Trademarks is hereby authorized to withdraw any
